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Scripture,” as Paul observes, “is given by inspiration of God, and is profitable‏ דה" 
for doctrine, reproof, correction, and instruction in righteousness, that the man of God may‏ 
be perfect, thoroughly furnished unto all good works.” 2 Tim. iii. 16, 17.‏ 

It is our duty to study the Scriptures in the original, in order to fulfil our Lord’s com- 
mand: “ Search, sift, turn them over, as if diligently looking for hidden treasures, or digging 
for golden ore, the Scriptures, for in them,” says he, “ ye suppose ye have eternal life; but 
they are they which testify of me,” John v. 39. It may be asked here, to what Scriptures 
did our Lord allude? Surely it could not be to the Syriac, Arabic, nor Vulgate ; for they 
were not then in existence. His allusion, therefore, must have been to that of the Hebrew, 
for the latter was a foreign language to the Jews, and not the Holy Tongue, in which the 
Scriptures were written. 

There is another inducement to the study of the Hebrew, not merely because it is the 
original ; but because it is the most comprehensive of all languages. The Jewish Rabbins, 
Jonathan the author of the Chaldee Paraphrase, Solomon Jarchi, and Aben-Ezra, have 
afirmed, that the Hebrew was the primitive language spoken in Paradise ; and their opinion 
has been adopted by Chrysostom, Austin, Origen, Jerome, Bochart, Heidegger, Selden, and 
Buxtorf. ‘It abounds in the aptest etymologies and roots of the names both of men and 
things. In it the names of brutes, their nature and properties, are more significantly and 
accurately expressed than in any other known language in the world. Its words are con- 
cise, yet expressive; derived from a small number of roots; yet without the studied and 
artificial composition of the Greek and Roman languages, the words follow each other in an 
easy and natural order without intricacy or transposition ; and above all, it has the happiest 
and richest fecundity in its verbs, from the variety and sufficiency of its conjugations; by 
means of which, all the variety of significations, into which it is possible for a*verb to be 
branched out, are expressed with a very small variation, either of points, or of a letter or 
two, which, in any other language, cannot be done without circumlocution.”’ 

That the Hebrew is of divine origin, is beyond doubt. We read in 2 Kings xviii. 28, 
that “ Rabshaka stood and cried with a loud voice in the language of the Jews.” Yehoodith 
is from Yehoo, a contraction of Yehovah, and dath, the law, religion. Hence, the language 
of Jehovah, in which his law and religion were written. Abraham was the grandson of 
Eber. His native tongue must have been Hebrew, for both names are purely such. 
Ishmael was born when Abraham was eighty-six years old. He had to escape when an in- 
fant, with his mother, into the wilderness of Paran. He could not, therefore, have had any 
knowledge of the Hebrew. His mother spoke it imperfectly ; her native tongue being 
Egyptian. So that we may conclude she taught Ishmael both; and that the Arabic is a 
mixture of Hebrew and Egyptian. He was the progenitor of the Arabs, Gen. xvi. 12, 21 ; 
with him the nation, language and religion had their origin. ‘The vowels and sound of the 
consonants were borrowed from the Hebrew; the letters were formed from the Egyptian 
characters or hieroglyphics. The Syriac and Arabic are evidently improvements on 8 
Hebrew language. When a root in the Hebrew is a noun, in the former it is a verb. Like 
Lexicographers, they improved upon a previous model, or system. The etymology of a 
vast number of words in different languages is from the Hebrew, and must have originated 
in that language. For instance, Heb., Adam, from dam, red, i. e. the first red man. Arab., 
adam, the same.- Heb., avail, mourning. Arab., abel, depression of spirits.—Heb., arm, a 
mother. Arab., um. Gr., meter. Lat., mater. Ger., moeder. Eng., mother.—Heb., 
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rosh, the head, a prince. Arab., raas, acaptain, chief. Punic, resh. Span., rey. Fr., 
rot, the king.—Heb., amain, true, faithful. Arab., aman, the same. Gr., amen. Lat., 
amen, truly. Eng., amen, a confirmation of the truth. Heb., Yehovah, he is, he was, and 
he shall be; from hoo. Hence, Arab., hu, the same. Jehovah and Hallelooyah have 
been transcribed into almost all the living languages.—Heb., aviv, august. -Av, in Syr. 
Arab. and Persian, means the same.—Heb., haras, to break, destroy. Arab., haraz, to 
perish. Eng., harass, to torment, put to grief, or pain.—Heb., chevel, a rope, a cord. 
Arab., kebel, a chain, or fetter. Gr., kephal,acord. Eng., cable, a large rope. These 
few words are sufficient to show their derivation. We can trace up words through all the 
intermediate languages, to the Hebrew. The Welch language abounds with Hebrew words. 

The Hebrew was the Janguage of Eber, from whom it derived its name ; and was, we 
presume, the only language spoken before the deluge. Hence, “ the whole earth was of 
one language and one dialect.” Gen. xi. 1. The names of men, beasts, birds and other 
animals, as well as of many ancient cities, towns and nations, are, in general, purely He- 
brew, and do not appear to have been adopted from any other, or more primitive language ; 
while the various languages of the present day, wholly differing from each other, have 
many words of Hebrew derivation in them, retained as so many relics and evidences of their 
origin. The Arabic, Syriac, Chaldee, and Ethiopic, are evidently dialects of the Hebrew ; 
and although they are sometimes referred to for the root of some Hebrew noun, it is merely 
because the Hebrew root is not met with in the few Hebrew writings extant; and the use 
of the word may be partially gathered from these cognate dialects, where an obscurity rests 
upon the sense. 

It is to be remembered, however, that part of Jeremiah, and of Ezra, and of Daniel, is 
written in Chaldee. The rest of the Old Testament is written in pure Hebrew. 

The Bible can never be understood, unless through the medium of the language in 
which it was originally written, and the Spirit by which it was dictated. ‘The words, as 
well as the ideas, were by inspiration. ‘‘ Holy men of old wrote and spoke as they were 
moved upon by the Holy Ghost.” 2 Pet. i. 21. ‘ All Scripture is given by inspiration of 
God.” The elegance and imagery are in a great measure lost, through the weakness and 
insufficiency of modern languages to express the ideas of the original. ‘The fifty-third chap- 
ter of Isaiah’s prophecy is the most elegant piece of composition that ever appeared in any 
language. It points out so clearly and forcibly the sufferings of the Messiah that it 15 al- 
most impossible for any man to read it without being deeply affected. ‘The Psalins are holy 
effusions 05 the most elegant strains of Hebrew poetry, pointing principally to the Messiah 
and his spiritual kingdom. Job and Ecclesiastes are designed to teach us the uncertain 
nature of riches ; and the absolute necessity of trusting in God alone for happiness. The 
Prophets are like the Star of Bethlehem; they all point directly to the Saviour, and to that 
rest which remains for his people, The Proverbs are spritual problems, which the natural 
man cannot resolve. ‘The Pentateuch is a composition of history, chronology, political 
economy, natural and moral philosophy, and theology,—the style, sense and wisdom of 
which, cannot be excelled. 

Adam Clarke observes, ‘the Bible is the best and most learned book in the world.” 
This great man, from his critical acquaintance with the original text, was eminently qualified 
to estimate and duly appreciate its value. He states, that had it not been for the clear and 
extensive views which the study of the Hebrew language opened to his mind, he never 
should have thought of writing his commentary. 

If Christians ever expect to be instrumental, in the hands of God, in the conversion of 
the Jews, it must be through the Hebrew language, so as to be able to prove from Moses 
and the Prophets, that Jesus of Nazareth is the true Messiah. Their veneration for this 
holy language ts such as to induce them to imagine that it is spoken among the blessed in 
Paradise ; and that a knowledge of it is indispensably necessary for the enjoyment of their 
otek That they will eventually be brought into the fullness of the Gospel, with the 
ee es, we can have no reason to doubt, if we give credit to the holy Scriptures on this 
subject. / 
The declarations of some of the most valuable ministers of the Gospel, in favour of the 
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study of the Hebrew tongue, are so emphatic, that I shall transcribe some of them in their 
own words. 

5% T feel conscious,” says Melancthon, * ] have scarcely, from my boyhood, acquired a 
taste for Latin, Greek and Hebrew ; but though my knowledge of Hebrew is but little, yet 
I prefer it to all the kingdoms of this world, and all the wealth of the universe.” 

<< T am acquainted,” says Luther, “with a sufficiency of Hebrew to be able to combat 
all my enemies, the knowledge of which, though small, I prize above millions of gold.”— 
Luther on Psalm xlv. 

‘<The ease in acquiring a knowledge of the Hebrew is such, that a student will make 
greater proficiency in it, in a month, than in Latin or Greek, in a whole year.””—Martinus’ 
Preface to the Technicalities of the Hebrew. 

Mirandulanus in his Epistle to Marcellus affirms, that, “ in one month, he acquired 
such a knowledge of the Hebrew, as to be able to dictate a letter without an error.” — 
Junius’ Introduction to the Study of the Hebrew. 

‘Three months,” says Walton, “ is sufficient to acquire a knowledge of the Hebrew.” 
He who cannot devote three months to the study of this blessed language, is unworthy of 
the Bible or the name of a minister. 

“Though I do not think every Christian is bound to understand the Scriptures in the 
original languages, yet I should suspect he made but slight account of his religion, who, 
having capacity, opportunity and leisure, neglected this or any other means of understanding 
the inspired writings in such a manner, as would enable him to taste and relish the whole 
beauty and force of them.”—Dr. John Robertson. 

George Psalmanazar, one of the authors of the Universal History, in the instructive and 
entertaining memoirs of his life, has the following words, p. 275,—* It is with a view of 
lessening, if not altogether removing, these fancied difficulties and discouragements, which 
have been the cause of that sacred tongue being so much, and I may add, too shamefully 
neglected, by the clergy especially, that I have ventured to write so far on that subject from 
my own experience; for let them think of, or palliate it as they will, such a neglect must, 
of necessity, be condemned by all who seriously consider how impossible it is to come at a 
true knowledge, not only of the Old, but I will be bold to say, of the New Testament, with- 
out a sufficient knowledge of the Hebrew.” | 

Pere Lamy in his introduction to the Holy Scriptures, says, that preachers are the 
more inexcusable in neglecting the Scriptures ; because they can no where find so rich and 
inexhaustible a fund for their purpose, as there. All the foundation of true eloquence, ex- 
traordinary actions, rich expressions, fine examples, apt comparisons, and striking figures, 
are found in them in great abundance; and all those ornaments, which give strength and 
dignity to discourse.

A correct pronunciation of the Hebrew is of the utmost importance, in order to be use- 
ful to the Jews. If we were only sensible of the good or bad effects which a correct or 
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incorrect pronunciation of it will have upon them, we should think no labor too great to ac- 
quire a correct standard of pronunciation. Hebrew is always studied by them with the 
points. The language can never be understood without them. The Jews firmly believe 
both the vowels and consonants to be from Heaven. The letters are twenty-two in number, 
and the vowels ten, and are so plain and simple that both can be correctly learned in two 
hours. The Bible has retained the points from time immemorial. The law is without 
them. ‘The reason is stated in the Talmud. ‘“ Every head of a family was commanded to 
make a perfect copy of the Torah, Law, during his life, under the penalty of a severe curse, 
if neglected. For fear of mistakes through the points, and thereby coming under the curse, 
they were omitted ; but the law is always read and expounded according to the sense and 
sound of the שסט‎ 615." ‘They certainly must be older than the Arabic and Syriac, for the 
vowels of both are models of the Hebrew, and are the same in sound though not in number. 
It is no proof that they are of late date, because some ancient Arabic manuscripts are with- 
out them. I have one in my possession six hundred years old, which has the vowels. The 
Turks and Arabs believe them to be as old as the consonants. ‘They were evidently in use 
among the Jews, during our Saviour’s time. ‘ Not one yod says he, the smallest letter of 
the Hebrew alphabet, nor one herick, Gr. Kereai, the smallest vowel point, shall fail, from 
the law, till all be fulfilled.” It is said, by the opposite party, that our Lord meant by 
herick an accent. This is impossible, or he would have called it milail. Besides, an accent 
is as large as three hericks, and could not be associated with yod, the least of all consonants. 
The accents are useless without the vowels, and must stand or fall with them ; for they, 
undoubtedly, form an essential part of them. ‘To put the matter beyond doubt, our Lord 
calls a gift, korban, Mark vii. 11. The sound is precisely according to the vowels ; with- 
out them it would be chervin. The kamaits, according to the rules of grammar, is changed 
into o before a silent shewa. The caph and baith must have had a dagesh or dot, for they 
are pronounced hard, like K and B; without it, they are sounded soft like ch andv. The 
authority of the dagesh is also denied by them. Yehovah, hallelooyah, and many Hebrew 
words, have retained their sound in various languages, according to the vowel points, and 
among the Indians, especially, to this day. 

The mode of interpreting scripture without the vowels is dangerous and heterodox. 
Many, by this means, have construed the Holy Scriptures to suit their own purpose. One 
instance is sufficient to show-the fallacy of this system. In Job, chap. ii. 9, baraich, with 
the vowels, means, to deny, renounce, curse ; without them, to bless speak well of. The 
question now is, whether 0655 or curse is most proper? ‘The latter is, undoubtedly, the 
only correct and grammatical meaning. In the original it reads, ** Job’s wife said unto him, 
Is thy confidence still strong in God? After all the misery and affliction which he has 
permitted to come upon thee and thy family ; curse God, therefore, anddie.” He rebuked 
her in the most severe manner. ‘Thou speakest as one of the atheistical women, who have 
no knowledge of God! What,” says he, “ shall we receive good from the hand of God, and 
shall we not receive evil ?" Would any man suppose, for a moment, that if his wife had 
said, speak well of God, praise him and die, he would have called her a fool? Surely not. 
The same word is rendered, blaspheme, in 1 Kings xxi. 10. To avoid this difficulty, the 
Opposite party have rendered the verb, to bless, and Elohim an Idol. This is a base per- 
version of Holy Writ. The writers of the Talmud and Targums, who understood the 
original construction and meaning well, have rendered the verb, to curse, and the noun, 
God. ‘The anti-punctuationists have not, however, viewed the text critically: there is a 
difficulty in it which they can never get over. Elohim and the King are united together 
by the conjunction and. The conclusion then follows, that Naiboth was put to death for 
speaking well of king Ahab and his Idol. This was not the case; but he was stoned to 
death for alleged blasphemy against God and the King. The law enjoined him to speak 
well of the ruler of his people. He could not be put to death, unless he worshipped and 
sacrificed to an idol. They have forgotten that Ahab, himself, blessed an idol, and was not 
put to death ; and that haggelloo, and not Elohim, means idols, v. 26. 

All Grammars and Lexicons of Hebrew without points, are as dangerous as they are 
dificult. They blend nouns and verbs together, confound adjectives with substances, verbs 
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in Kal and Niphel with verbs in Hiphel and Hophel. Grammars without the vowels have 
no conjugations of Piail and Pual. The reason is obvious ; because, without the points, 
they have no characteristic marks. The latter conjugations are as distinctly pointed out in 
the Bible as any of the others. | 

To obtain a critical knowledge of the sense of Scripture, a correct grammar, and a 
complete and lucid dictionary are, certainly, indispensable; and to supply this, has been the 
primary object of the author. He has been induced to undertake the task, from the fact, 
that, while we have excellent dictionaries in various modern languages, there is no Hebrew 
Lexicon that contains all the words in the language, arranged in alphabetical order, with 
their exact and literal meaning. For the want of this, and of a simple and correct grammar, 
hundreds and thousands of persons have been discouraged, at the very outset, from the 
study of one of the most delightful languages in the world, which is, at the same time so 
simple, that three months’ moderate study, with the requisite aids, is sufficient to give a 
a satisfactory insight into it. 

Several preceding Lexicons have given very excellent definitions of the Hebrew Roots ; 
but, as they furnish the roots only, they may be rather termed vocabularies, or dissertations 
on the Hebrew language, than Lexicons; and they afford the uninitiated student no clue by 
which he can trace any word up to its root, with full confidence that he is on the right track, 
or that he is referring a word in any passage to the correct root, and finding its true mean- 
* ing. Some of these Lexicons, also, are merely reprints of previous works, with some unim- 
portant alterations. 

There are some Lexicons of acknowledged excellence, in Hebrew and Latin, which 
in consequence of the definitions being rendered in another language, are completely use- 
less to hundreds of students, who, though unacquainted with the Latin language, are 
desirous of acquiring a knowledge of the Hebrew ; and even in cases where the student has 
previously made considerable proficiency, in the Latin, these Lexicons are comparatively 
useless ; as it is often difficult to find a correspondent word in Latin, that will fully convey 
the sense of the Hebrew. This difficulty has been anticipated by some of the best linguists 
in Europe, but it has not, as yet, been obviated by a competent Hebrew and English 
Lexicon. 

Some objections have been made to Lexicons, compiled on this plan, as calculated to 
make indolent students. This is, in truth, a very futile objection, and might equally apply 
to every modern improvement and facility in this or any other pursuit ; and, indeed, as the 
experiment has been tried with Lexicons on the old plan, and it has utterly failed, and dis- 
couraged thousands from pursuing the study of Hebrew, this plan, if it be calculated in some 
few instances to admit of relaxed exertion on the part of the student, will much more abun- 
dantly compensate the evil, by inducing many to the study of a language, hitherto com- 
paratively inaccessible. 

By other persons, it is objected, that the increased facilities may render the study of 
Hebrew too common. To such an objection, the author can cheerfully reply in the words 
of Moses: ‘ Would God that all the Lord’s people were prophets!’ and were able to ex- 
amine and explain the Holy Scriptures for themselves. We should then have more intelligent 
congregations, and fewer ignorant ministers. It is true, a minister may be ignorant in the 
wisdom of this world, and be exceedingly wise in divine things. 

Those who entertain the absurd idea, that the lower order of men should not have 
access to the scriptures, or to opportunities of learning, but that these privileges should 
be reserved fora few, ought to remember, that ‘“God hath chosen the poor of this world, rich in 
faith, and heirs of the kingdom.” We may rest assured, that many of the ignorant multi- 
tude, as they are termed, are competent to far higher attainments, than many of the learned, 
whilst their inferior information is not the consequence of any organic incapacity, but prin- 
cipally occasioned by the hindrances which they experience from the excluding disposition 
of those who consider themselves their superiors. 

To furnish, then, the great desideratum of a Hebrew Lexicon, accessible as the Scrip- 
tures are to every one, and thus to render the sense of the inspired pages more distinct to 
the Christian Church, induced the author to commence this arduous undertaking; and he 
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trusts it will meet the expectations of those friends, who have been so liberal of their 
patronage. 

Every one must be aware, that it is more easy to find fault with a literary work of this 
kind, than tocompose it. The author does not flatter himself so much as to suppose, that 
there is no room for revision. He would, however, claim some indulgence for it, as being 
the first and only original English and Hebrew Lexicon ever published in the United States, 
and as possessing some advantages superior to every other work of the kind ; 

1. It is more correct and complete in its definitions, and contains several thousand 
more words, than Hebrew Lexicons in general. 

2. The words are placed in alphabetical order, so that the student need have no difficulty 
in referring for the meaning of any word met with in the sacred text. 

3. The various affixes that distinguish the different inflexions of words are placed in 
the same paragraph with the words. This will bring all the various forms of verbs and 
nouns before the student at one view, and relieve him of a great deal of unnecessary trouble 
and perplexity, and will, at the same time, instruct bim how to decline the noun and con- 
jugate the verb. Hence, %2> He did learn. 3. m. s. Pret. K. aff. mn Thou didst, &c., 2. 
m.s. Those which follow are simply affixed to the root itself, and not tom. om I did, 1.

4. This is a Pronouncing Dictionary, and the first of the kind ever published. It 
will, no doubt, prove of great service in reading and writing Hebrew; and, besides, a 
missionary never can expect to be acceptable to the Jews, unless he pronounces Hebrew 
according to the standard used among them, which is precisely the same with that laid 
down in this work. 

5. As all verbs are conjugated from the 3. .גח‎ s. Pret. Kal, they are defined in that 
form, and not in the infinitive mood, as is the case in other works of this kind. 

6. The meaning of each word is given as it occurs in every part of the Bible. This 
is not the case in other works of the kind,—the general meaning in which is referred to, and 
sometimes the most important meaning omitted. See 972, 372, Nw, 4X2, M9, Mp, Iw, כב‎ , 


7. Where the signification is at all doubtful, reference is made to the Targums, Tal- 
muds and cognate dialects, which are excellent auxiliaries to a critical understanding of the 
Holy Scriptures. Several quotations, also, have been introduced from the Talmuds, which 
have never before been published ; some of them referring to the life, miracles and crucifixion 
of our Saviour. See pends, כָּשם‎ and .טאל‎ 

8. Many of the disputed and doubtful passages, about which infidels have caviled, are 
correctly translated. See idx3, יְשָר ,ְחוּחֶל‎ 

9. The various passages are referred to, where each word occurs in the Bible. This 
will, therefore, serve as a concordance, and save considerable expense, while, at the same 
time, it will make the student confident that he is referring the word to the right root. See 
Roots. | 

10. The difficulties which the student has hitherto labored under from the change of 
vowels and omission of consonants, are obviated, and the reason of the changes given ; so 
that the Lexicon embodies all the essential rules of grammar. See 5m, .רורְח ,יוּבָא‎ 

11. Particular care has been taken to direct the attention to the active, passive, and 
causative sense of verbs, and the distinctions necessary to be observed in their conjugations, 
viz., in Kal, he wrought ; in Niphal, he was wrought upon ; in Piail, he diligently wrought ; 
in Pual, he was diligently wrought upon; in Hiphil, he caused to work ; in Hith-pa-ail, he 
wrought upon himself. Though the causative sense is often implied in the word by which 
the verb is rendered into English, it has nevertheless been expressed for the purpose of a 
uniformity of idea on the part of the student. These important distinctions in the inflexions 
of verbs have, in some degree, been disregarded by translators ; and it is supposed that many 
important mistakes have been made in translating passages by the oversight of them. See 
aoa, man. 
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12. As all proper names in Hebrew are significant of some intrinsic quality of character, 
either in the thing named or surnamed, they are, in this Lexicon, correctly pronounced, and 
carefully defined, as far as practicable. ‘This wil) save the necessity of referring to theo- 
logical dictionaries, many of which cannot be relied on for correct definitions. See 
DANISH, MI, Mims, לְמוּאָל‎  שָבְבָע‎ WBsy, Prey, Sxrmd. 

13. Great pains have been bestowed, not only to have the work complete, and full in 
words, but also exact and literal in its definitions, so as to counteract the injurious effect of 
German Neology, which has a tendency to poison and ruin the mind of the young theologian. 

14. The spiritual meaning has, in some Lexicons, to a great degree, been neglected. 
That a vast many words and phrases are to be understood in this light, is beyond all doubt, 
For instance, such phrases as the following: “The spirit of the Lord God is upon me, 
because he hath anointed me to preach the gospel,” &c. We do not read of the Lord Jesus 
Christ’s being anointed, in the literal acceptation of the word, during the time of his minis- 
try ; but we understand it to mean, that he was spiritually anointed, or endued, with power 
from on high. We meet also with such expressions as these—the rock of salvation—the 
wings of the wind—wine that cheereth the heart of God and man—the eye, the hand, the 
Singer of God—the morning stars sang together, and all the sons of God shouted for joy. 
The word wna literally means, ¢o create, but in its spiritual or metaphorical use, to regenerate, 
beget. See Ps. iit. 10, or 12. See also, }3, ,בר‎ 15s, m3, 3, &c. 

15. The different species of beasts, reptiles, &c., are classed together, and thus presented 
before the student, at one view, so that he may comprehend the exact class to which each 
of them belong. For information on this point, I am greatly indebted to a work published 
by Dr. Harris, of Dorchester, Mass., on the Natural History of the Bible; a work, which, 
though highly esteemed in Europe, is but little known in this country. See many, “8, "pa, &3R. 

16. The primary sense is particularly referred to under the figure 1, and the secondary 
under 2, &c. This has not been attended to by other Lexicographers; and, for want of 
care in this respect, students have been led into a labyrinth of error. ‘The primary meaning 
which Gesenius gives to רו‎ is, a wind, Gen. i. 2. Then it would read, ‘“ A wind of Je- 
hovah infused life into the waters,” or, ‘a wind from Jehovah created the world.” ‘ Im- 
manual,” he observes, ‘“‘ was Isaiah’s son, and the scape-goat a demon of the wilderness.” 

The above, are some of the peculiar advantages contemplated by the author in pre- 
paring this Lexicon ; and whilst he would by no means desire to arrogate to the work more 
than it intrinsically deserves, he hopes it will be found to contain more original and useful 
information, and to be more correct than any other work extant of the kind. 

A large edition of this work has been already disposed of, and a second edition is now 
printed and before the public with many corrections and improvements. Several words 
which were overlooked in the former work are now inserted in this, and a most valuable 
index added, which to a minister of the gospel is of vast importance, as he can in a moment, 
by reference to the index, compare any English word in the Bible with its correspondent 
one in Hebrew. ‘That the great Head of the Church may make it a lasting blessing to 
his ministers and people, is the sincere prayer of the author.

Alexan- 
der wished to know what evidence he could 
adduce in favor of his claim. He replied, The 
Bible.

3: 22. The king consulted with his secretary, 
Gaviah ben Pasea, who wasa very learned Jew, 
and who, on the morning of the third day, 
called on Alexander, and told him, first, to get 
the prince when he came, to consent, that if a 
balance were due on either side, it should be 
paid with interest ; second, that the Bible should 
be evidence, for and against both parties ; third, 
inquire of him if their law did not allow ser. 
vants and slaves a just and equitable compen- 
sation for their services,—all of which he will 
readily admit. 1. Then refer him to Gen. 
46: 6, where Jacob and his posterity took their 
cattle and all their wealth with them into 
Egypt. 2. The Israelites were three or four 
hundred years in bondage to his nation. $. When 
they left Egypt, they could not, as slaves, take 
their property with them. Now, then, estimate 
the value of the property that Jacob took into 
Egvpt, and the interest; and also the services 


of all the Jewish nation for four hundred vears,

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NOTICE, 


Tue following Index has been compiled expressly to facilitate the acqui- 
sition of the Hebrew language by the attentive student. It is undeniable, 
that the pleasure of learning a foreign language is greatly augmented in 
proportion to the manifest advances which the linguist makes in his attain- 
ments. The Duplicate Lexicon is of great advantage to the student, both 
for accuracy and expedition; and especially for the purposes of precise 
definition, and of luminously contrasting real or apparent synonymes. He 
can thus correctly apprehend the different applications of the same generic 
Hebrew term; the lucid interpretation of which often depends almost upon 
“one jot or one tittle.” | 

Tables of the words presented as correct and determinate meanings of 
the correlative Hebrew phrases, especially as the same Hebrew root often 
contains such diverse and almost contradictory applications, will be found 
of peculiar utility, as enabling the student to compare the various passages 
and connections in which the original Hebrew word is adopted. 

For despatch in finding words, the Appellatives or Proper Nouns have 
been separated from the other words, and are prefixed. One remark upon 
this topic may not be irrelevant. Much clearness often is shed upon many 
otherwise obscure passages of the Old Testament, by remembering the fact, 
and using it adequately and critically, that a very large number of the 
designations of men, and places, and things are not only titular, but also 
characteristic and descriptive. Hence a narrative, or a portrait, or a pro- 
phecy often derives elucidation from the exact understanding of the circum- 
stances under which the appellation was given; while the strict explanation 
of the title partly develops the history of the person, the place, or the thing 
to which it is applied. The study, therefore, of those epithets sometimes 
illustrates the ו‎ connected detail. 

It may be useful to the student to remind him, also, that if he wishes to 
know the precise Hebrew word for any English term, he must pay no regard 
to the part of speech in which it may be classified in our language. In 
other words, his sole design is this, to ascertain the Hebrew radical word 
which includes the same idea; because, from the comparative paucity of 
the words in the Hebrew language, and the ramified extent to which a 
generic root may be applicable, he will often find that the parts of speech for 
the words of similar interpretation are altogether different as they are used 
in the two languages. | | 

The Index also contains many collective phrases or terms; but it should 
be recollected, that the whole purport of those conjunct words is expressed 
by one simple or composite word in the Hebrew. 


8 . NOTICE 


One especial advantage of this Index will be discovered in the circum- 
stance, that it will subserve for all the purposes of a Hebrew and almost of 
an English Concordance to the Old Testament—thus not only facilitating 
the correct understanding of the original; but the student, by the diversified 
references, may render his researches almost equivalent to a self-interpreting 
biblical expositor. 

Probably the minuteness of the table may be deemed superfluous; but 
it should be recollected, as the slightest inspection will prove, that the same 
English word is used as the explanation of a very different Hebrew radical; 
and the nicety of the meaning may be comprehensible only by the considera- 
tion of the contrasted original terms, through which the precise explication 
is modified and decided. 

The student should also remember, that this Index is not designed to 
supersede his own profound critical analysis of Hebrew words; but only to 
save him the time and labour of fruitless exploration; as he will find the 
English phrase so changed in the arrangement of the parts of speech by 
the Hebrew analogous word, that if he would derive the benefits which this 
Index was prepared to impart, he must engage in a full comparative exegesis 
of the Hebrew root whence the word is derived, or all his attempts to ac- 
quire an accurate knowledge of the Old Testament in its originally-inspired 
phraseology will terminate in disappointment.
